Children in whom was no blemish, 
but well-favoured, and skillful in 
all wisdom, and cunning in knowl- 
edge, and understanding science, and 
such as has ability in them to stand 
in the king’s palace, and whom they 
might teach the learning and the 
tongue of the Chaldzans,. 


And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: so 
nourishing them three years, that 
at the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 


But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 


with the wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requested of the prince of 
the eunuchs that he might not defile 
himself, 


Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the 
prince of the eunuchs. 


And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
King, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? 
then shall ye make me endanger my 
head to the king. 


Then said Daniel to Melzar, Prove 
thy servants, I beseech thee, ten 
days; and let them give us pulse 
to eat, and water to drink. 


Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenanee of the echildren that 
eat of the portion of the king’s meat; 
and as thou seest, deal with thy 
servants. 


So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 


And at the end of ten days their 
eountenanees appeared fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat. 


Thus Melzar took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink, and gave them 
pulse. 


As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in 
all learning and wisdom: and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams, 
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Now at the end of the days that 
the king- had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the 
eunuchs brought them in before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 


And the king communed with 
them; and among them all was 
found mone like Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: therefore 
sSteod they before the king. 


And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king en- 
quired of them, he found them ten 
times better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 


CHRISTMAS 


And there were in the same coun- 
try shepherds abiding in the fields. 

Keeping watch over their flock by 
night. 


And, lo, the angel of the Lord 
came upon them, and the glory of 
the Lord shone round about them: 


And they were sore afraid. 


And the angel said unto them, 
Fear not: for behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be all people. 


For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which 
is Christ the Lord. 


And suddenly there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly

Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward 
men, 


Now lettest thou thy servant de- 
part, Lord, according to thy word, 
in peace; 


For mime eyes have seen thy sal- 
vation, which thou hast prepared 
before the face of all peoples; 


A light for revelation to the Gen- 
tiles, and the glory of thy people 
Tsracl. 


Now unto the King eternal, in 
eorruptible, invisible, the only God, 
be honor and glory for ever and 
ever. Amen,

began to dawn toward the first day 
of the week, came Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary to see the sep- 
ulchre. ‘ 


And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake: for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
eame and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. 


His countenance was like light- 
ning, and his raiment white as 
snow: and for fear of him the keep- 
ers did shake, and became as dead 
men.

eVe are risen with him through the 
faith of the operation of Gor, who 
hath raised him from the dead. 


If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. 


Christ is not entered into the holy 
places’made with hands which are 
the figures of the true; buat into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us. 


Wherefore.he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercession for them.
